Fair Test Needed 


WHEN CONGRESS meets in Jan- 


uary, not all the decisions ^will be in 
the traditional Combat zones of de- 
fense, foreign aid, and assistance to 
various parts of our domestic economy. 
One controversial issue due to be high- 
lighted in new hearings by the House 
Interstate and Foreign Commerce Com- 
mittee is the question of pay TV. The 
Federal Communications Commission 
already has recommended that three 
cities with'four or more'TV channels 
be selected as a testing ground for pay 
TV over a three-year period. In the 
FCC's .view, this setup would assure a 
fair test without interfering with, stand- 
ard network television' programming.. 


CON(?RESS, inevitably feelinglhe 


pressures from many sources as the 
controversy has gained steam, has ask- 
ed the FCC 'to delay decisive action 
until after the hearings 'promised for 
the 1959 congressional 'session. '.Pay 
TV's 
adversaries declare it is,a plan to 


compel the American viewing public to 
pay for all its lelevision'.cntertainmenl., 
Some think it would violate the "free- 
dom of the airwaves." The networks 
and motion picture theater 'operators 
are among the chief opponents." Pro- 
ponents argue in response that pay-as- 
you-look television might be just the 
spur TV needs. It Is no secret the in- 
dustry has, been in. difficulties as-pro- 
gram costs have mounted and TV aud- 
iences have turned away from one kind 
after another of the standard forms of 
TV entertainment now presented. 


, MORE THAN A FEW seasoned TV 


columnists and critics, noting what they 
regard as a downward*1 trend , in the 
level o£ TV shows, are calling for im- 
provement. At ,least one thinks pay TV 
deserves its innings. Looking at the 
matter from the viewpoint of the 
American public, it is hard to see why 
Congress in the end should not be re- 
cep'tive to the idea of letting the FCC's 
recommendations (be carried out. -'The 
arguments pro and con are unlikely to 
beJsettled without.some sort of fair 
test, and that in fact is all that is being 
called for at this lime. Pay TV, like any 
other proposal which finds its way to 
the forefront, deserves to be weighed 
on its merit^. Can't we now proceed to 
find out what they are? 


End Of Sun Time 


,j THREE QUARTERS of,a century 


ago on Nov. 18 an event look place 
whose»anniversary passed almost un- 
noticed,^ but which has had a profound- 
er "effect on the average American than 
many a more famous occurrence. This 
was the' introduction of standard time, 
replacing ' hundreds of local. systems 
which disagreed with one anolher. 
These systems had one common name, 
"sun lime." Its basis of operation was 
th6 same for each community, though 
the results differed widely. When the 
sun reached it highest point above some 
agfeed-.on landmark, that moment was 
taken to be noon. The effect was that 
the'time in two nearby towns might 
yary somewhat/,enough to be embar- 
rassing 'for anyone wishing, say, to 
catch a> train. As time divergencies 
troubled the railroads especially, Ihese 
Iqok lhe>lead in working oul a belter 
system. Eventually on Nov. 18, 1883, 
standard timeiwas established, with the 
four "familiar zones, Eastern", Central, 
Mountain and Pacific. The extreme 
eastern part,of, the. continent was "put 
in a fiflh zone, Atlantic. Litlle by little 
standard time slew its local opponents. 
On March 19,' 1918, it received the en- 
dorsement of Congress. How is stand- 
ard time determined? Not by the sun,' 
but by the moment at which certain 
stars pass a fine hairline in the -Wash- 
ington Naval Observatory. Commun- 
ities living'close to iWzone boundaries 
suffer some confusion. Daylighl saving, 
when adopled by one community and 
rejected by its neighbor, presents dif- 
'fifculties. But at its worst the present 
system is far better than the old rule 
of sun time.
